Many church-related families might endeavor 
to have a meaningful worship experience at 
Christmas, if they possessed guidance liter- 
ature or suitable resources.

ACCEPTS PASTORATE

Reverend Charles R. Woodson has resigned as 


Director of Junior High Work to serve as 
pastor of the First Baptist Church in Jen- 
kintown, Pennsylvania. Mr. “loodson has been 
a member of the Division of Christian Educa- 
tion staff for the past six years. During 
this time he has organized and personally 
conducted laboratory schools at Green Lake 
for adult counselors, given leadership to 
the program of Junior High camping, and de- 
veloped resources for the Baptist Junior 
High Fellowship. He has contributed arti- 
cles to various periodicals, written many 
resources for the Baptist Youth Fellowship 
and has just completed the manuscript for a 
Junior High discipleship course. Mr. Wood- 
son succeeded Reverend Jackson Wilcox as Di- 
rector of Junior High Work May 1, 1953. 
Previously he had served as pastor of the 
Baptist church in Hudson, Wisconsin. His 
resignation was effective November 15. 


RESIGNED 


Virginia Huggins (Reed) resigned as Director 
of Christian Education for the New York City 
Mission Societies, her resignation taking 
effect October 31, 1959. Previously Mrs. 
Reed had served on the staff of the Winning 
the Children for Christ Program. Mrs. Reed's 
resignation as director in New York City is 
occasioned by her entering the estate of 
matrimony. 


DECEASED 


Word was received during the summer indica- 
ting the death of Reverend Ernest H. Midkiff 
who had served as Director of Christian Edu- 
cation for the Wisconsin Baptist Convention 
from November 1, 1949 to April 30, 1954. Mr. 
Midkiff had also served several American 
Baptist churches as pastor and as director 
of Christian education. He was pastor of 
the Conneaut, Ohio, Baptist Church. 


BJA GETS UNDER WAY 


First steps have been taken to organize for 
the program of the Baptist Jubilee Advance-- 
Second Year on state and city levels. In 
most state conventions and city society 
areas the committee of the BJA--Second Year 
has been constituted and basic plans for the 


launching of the program have been complet- 
_. ed. 


The area committee for the BJA includes 
the members of the Christian Education Com- 


Division of Christian Ed ucation 


mittee or Department, and the following ad- 
ditional persons: Area Director of Evangel- 
ism, Area Chairman of Evangelism, President 
of the Baptist Youth Fellowship, and Chair- 
men of Spiritual Life (Women), Growth (Men), 
and Christian Faith (Youth). 


Each member of the area conmittee has been 
given a manual entitled "Baptist Jubilee 
Advance=--Second Year Handbook for Area Di- 
rectors and Area Committee Members," This 
handbook interprets the field program 
through which the Baptist Jubilee Advance 
will be interpreted to the churches, It 
follows plans that were developed by city, 
state, and national directors of Christian 
education during the Biennial Directors! 
Conference held at Green Lake last February. 


Another important conference will be held at 
Green Lake, January 4 to 9, 1960 and will be 
attended by city, state, and national direc- 
tors of Christian education and of evangel- 
ism, anda few additional persons who will 
assist in the conduct and training confer — 
ences to be scheduled within every associa- 
tion. During the five days at Green Lake 
all phases of the BJA program will be con- 
sidered along with the resources which are 
to be used. 


Following the Green Lake Training Conference 
in January, there are scheduled orientation 
conferences for all pastors and training 
conferences for the members of association 
committees in February and March, - 


Then comes the all important First Training 
Conference which will be held within every 
Association for the training of local church 
committees. It is of the greatest impor- 
tance that the entire local church committee 
(twelve members, or thirteen when there is 
also a director of Christian education) at- 
tend, since every committee member has a 
specific task to perform during the BJA -- 
Second Year and will receive training for 
his work. Moreover in the First Training 
Conference (May) each committee will be pro- 
vided with their workbooks and with the re- 
sources needed for conducting the first two 
emphases of the program, namely, "The Call 
to Bible Study, Reading, and Prayer in Home 
and Church" and "The Study and Appraisal of 
Church Groups." 


Beginning with this issue, one or more pages 
of the JUDSON JOURNAL will carry information 
concerning the field program of the Baptist 
Jubilee Advance--Second Year.

Objectives of the Baptist Jubilee--Second Year* 


1. An honest coming to grips with the Bible 
by pastor and people in home and church, us- 
ing the resources of contemporary Biblical 
scholarship. 


If we are to experience a renewal of the 
church, it must be based upon our response 
to God as he reveals himself to us through 
the Bible. The Baptist Jubilee Advance-- 
Second Year will call pastors and people 
to search the Scriptures, both at home and 
in church, utilizing the resources of de- 
dicated scholars who have given their 
lives to helping us to understand and 
appropriate God's Word. 


2. <A soul-searching study of the nature of 
the church. 


Too often, the church is identified with 
a building or a meeting or a schedule of 
activities. The Baptist Jubilee Advance 
proposes that we regain an understanding 
of the church as="the people of God," “the 
fellowship of the Holy Spirit," "the body 
of Christ," and recover the sense of mtu- 
ality and interdependence which the very 
nature of the church affirms. 


3. A deepening of the positive disciplines 
of the Christian life in both personal and 
group experience. 


More than ought to be true, we are an 
undisciplined people. Immersed in a sec- 
ular culture, we adopt as our own the 
values of the pagan life around us. We 
must learn to love God enough to take time 
for fellowship with him. 


4, A vital experience of face-to-face 
Christian fellowship characterized by per- 
sonal freedom, acceptance of others, and 
concern for the group and each of its mem- 
bers. 


Jesus called twelve disciples and estab- 
lished a fellowship. The New Testament 
church also was a fellowship (koinonia), 
and the church today must be a fellowship 
if it is to be "the church." The Baptist 
Jubilee Advance --Second Year recognized 
the need for our church groups to become 
fellowships of the Holy Spirit and for 
every church member actively to be iden- 
tified with such a group. 


5. <A meaningful awareness of the signifi- 
cance of being an American Baptist today. 


American Baptists need to know who they 
are in the light of the history and tra- 
dition from whence they have come, and 
the nature of their witness in today's 
world. 


6. An intensive program of education for 
church membership and responsible leader- 
ship. 


American Baptists must endeavor to main- 
tain an authentic church membership. We 
must eliminate any semblance of an auto- 
matic "escalator approach" to joining the 
church. Persons uniting with the church 
should give evidence of a vital experience 
with Christ and commitment to him and be 


able to articulate their basic Christian 
beliefs. 
7. A forthright sharing of the Christian 


faith and experience with those who are 
out of fellowship with Christ and his 
church, 


We may expect the laity of a Baptist 
church to witness to their faith in Christ 
and to join with the pastor in confronting 
persons with the need of making a Chris- 
tian commitment.

TO ASSOCIATION CHAIRMEN OF YOUTH WORK 


There are some important dates appearing on 
the horizon in the next few weeks, 


December 27 Student Recognition Day 
January 31 - Youth Week 

February 7 

January 31 Life Service Sunday 
February 7 Boy Scout Sunday 


Two of the above four observances - Student 
Recognition Day and Life Service Sunday - 
are of primary concern to the Student and 
Service Personnel Counselor. The importance 
of this person's role on the Committee on 
Youth Work might be a concern of your next 
communication with the local church chair- 
man of Youth Work. Very possibly you, with 
the Association Student and Service Person- 
nel Counselor, might write your counterparts 
in the local church, saying that you with 
the others are helping to stress the im- 
portance of the Student and Service Person- 
nel Counseling Program. Why is it impor- 
tant? Because it is concerned with:- 


1. Vocational Counseling - helping the 
young person base his choice of oc- 
cupations on Christian principles. 
The importance of Life Service Sun- 
day is that it gives the church the 
opportunity to bring church related 
occupations forcibly to the atten- 
tion of young people. 


2. Selecting a college - choice of col- 
lege is as important as what youth 
study. It is not too early to begin 
planning for the observance of Bap- 
tist Education Day, April 24, 1960, 
which is a good opportunity to pre- 
sent American Baptist Schools, Col- 
leges and Seminaries to all church 
members.

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WHY WORLD DAY OF PRAYER? 


The World Day of Prayer will be observed on 
March 4, 1960. This is the seventy-fourth 
observance of World Day of Prayer which be- 
gan in 1887. On the first Friday in Lent, 
thousands of Christians around the world will 
be united in a service of prayer and thanks- 
giving in 60 languages and 1,000 dialects. 
Services begin on the Tonga Islands, west of 
the International Date Line, where Queen 
Salote leads her subjects inprayer. Through- 
out the day observances are held in145 coun- 
tries on six continents, ending with the set- 
ting sun on St. Lawrence Island, Alaska, 


The purpose of the Dayisto unite all Chris- 
tians in a bond of prayer, to pray for all 
peoples of the world, and to make an offer- 
ing for Christian Missions at home and a- 
broad. 


In the United States, the Day is sponsored 
by the General Department of United Church 
Women. Thousands of communities in the 
United States have a World Day of Prayer. In 
2,200 of these commmities, local councils 
of church women assume the responsibility 
for promotion of World Day of Prayer. Each 
year the service comes from a different 
country--in 1960 from the Women's Inter- 
Church Council of Canada. The offering is 
the overflow of prayers channeled into action 
in a number of co-operative Christian minis- 
tries.

State chairmen of missionary and stewardship

"I think that our coaching experience this 
year was a very helpful one. We did one 
central workshop, using our age-group chair- 
men to lead the various groups, and also in- 
viting to this, from each association commit- 
tee, the chairman of children's work, youth 
work, adult work, missionary and stewardship 
education, and the chairman of the associ- 
ation committee. This made a maximum of five 
people invited from each association with 
the assumption that they in turn would set 
up a School of Missions Workshop for the 
churches in their associations. We were de- 
lighted with the response from twenty asso- 
ciations out of our thirty-one. For a one- 
day meeting and bringing them all together 
at one time, we felt that this was rather 
unusual, 


"The program went very well. We had three 
hours in coaching sessions in addition to 
two hours in developing the program and set- 
ups We provided them with a great many mime- 
ographed materials as well as the printed 
resources developed by your department. 


"Our response was so good that we do feel 
that there will be aSchool of Missions Work- 
shop in at least twelve or fifteen associ- 
ations this year. Thus in one day's work by 
our state committee, we have been able to 
guarantee more than we have ever done in the 
past through going out into the areas. Our 
attendance of around eighty includes only 
association people and does not give us any 
local church teachers in our direct coaching 
situation. The coaching will be done by the 
association committee for the local church 


people."

I don't think I have kmow a church that did 
not have one or more diamonds in the ruff -- 
persons committed, willing to share the gos- 
pel with those in the church, community and 
world, That is the reason a particular 
church is a going concern. Some person, or 
a family has been devoted from the time the 
church began. That church will continue as 
long as a few such persons are around. 


DIG THOSE DIAMONDS; 


Just as diamonds unearthed and "cut" are of 
great value, so ordinary persons, when found 
and developed, become the extraordinary. In 
the church today, we say it is the responsi- 
bility of the teacher of a youth or young 
adult class, the chairman and Committee on 
Leadership Education, or the Personnel Com- 
mittee to find and prepare individuals. In 
the hands of such a responsible group, some 
such instrument as the Church Service Re- 
cruitment card has become a real aid in dis- 
covering and enlisting teachers, counselors, 
end other leaders. 


THEY DEVELOP FAST 


Under certain conditions, one with very lit- 
tle training can soon become an effective 
church worker. I will mention just one way 
of training, ‘though it includes a number of 
types of training. I refer to a leadership 
training class at the Sunday church school 
hour. Many churches are using this hour to 
give refresher courses or even a seminar- 
type of experience to regular teachers. 
Even more churches use this hour to develop 
prospective teachers. 


The Sunday church school provides a good 
situation for training prospective teachers 
who have little experience and observe more 
experienced teachers, build lesson plans, 
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and even do some practice teaching. This 
type of thing can be integrated best when 
teaching methods courses. Now that we have 
excellent books in the teaching series 
(TEACHING KINDERGARTEN CHILDREN, TEACHING 
ADULTS, etc.), we should make the most of 
them. They give superb guidance in prepa- 
ration to teach.

HUNDREDS OF SCHOOLS 


This fall, Christian education workers all 
across the American Baptist Convention (New 


. Jersey, Iowa, Idaho) went to school--Associ- 


ation Leadership Education Schools. They 
carried books (TEACHING KINDERGARTEN CHIL- 
DREN, TEACHING ADULTS, DESIGN FOR ACHIEVE- 
MENT IN THE SUNDAY CHURCH SCHOOL). They 
learned (about their pupils, how better to 
teach a "lesson," how to organize and admin- 
ister a program of Christian education). 
Instructors made it exciting (with charts, 
newsprint, filmstrips, group work and shar- 
ing sessions). Students carried out rele- 
vant assignments (as they observed, did 
practice teaching, checked rooms and equip- 
ment, studied grouping and grading). 


In hundreds of schools thousands of students 
attended sessions under the direction of 
scores of instructors, Two schools had en- 
rollments of 105 each, another 150, another 
pre-registered 85, and still another had 61 
to earn leadership credit. Some schools 
were smaller than these and others larger. 


Reports of schools are incomplete. We have 
heard that Indiana has had 24 Association 
Leadership Education Schools, West Virginia 
18, Philadelphia 3, and some areas such as 
Northern California with a school in every 
association. Congratulations! 


Deans Cooperated 


Into the National Department of Leadership 
Education poured Form ABD, The Accreditation 
of Deans, submitted by a dean in preparation 
to supervise a Leadership Education School. 
The forms gave evidence that the deans were 
conscientious and desired to make the neces- 
sary preparation todo an effective work. 
Most every dean was issued a Card of Certi- 
fication authorizing him or her to serve as 
dean of a Leadership Education School. 


Dean Nathan Bridwell (of Indiana) reported 
an item of interest on the use of co-teach- 


ers. "Each regular teacher was given an as- 
sistant. The assistants received the same 


training as the regular teachers, and free 
textbooks too. This paid off in more ways 
than one. Two of our regular teachers moved 
before our school opened. The assistants 
carried on beautifully and now they have as- 
sistants. The assistants participated in 
the class session at times and helped with 
administrative duties of the class."

cation, area directors, and the churches. 


ASSOCIATION CHAIRMEN OF LEADERSHIP EDUCATION 


How are you doing in getting started on your 
goals for 1959-60? If you do not have the 
new Association Handbook, This We Can Do in 
Leadership Education, you should secure a 
copy from your Area Director of Christian 
Education. The handbook is free. Become 


thoroughly familiar with its contents and 
check your progress by doing the following: 


1. Examine your roster of local Chairmen of 
Leadership Education to see that it is up- 
to-date, with correct name and mailing ad- 
dress for each chairman. If the roster is 
not complete, try to get this done soon. 


2. Encourage every church to have a Chair- 
man of Leadership Education. Since many 
churches elect new members to their Board in 
January, now is a good time to contact the 
churches that do not have chairmen. This 
also may mean revising your roster again. 


3. Goal 2, Page 6, outlines your responsi- 
bilities for promoting audio-visuals. Read 
this goal carefully to get a picture of what 
this may mean on both the association and 
local church levels. Watch for opportuni- 
ties to interpret this and to make use of 
audio-visuals in conferences with churches 
and at association gatherings. If possible, 
read the following books: THE USE OF AUDIO- 
VISUALS IN THE CHURCH, Rumph ($3.00) and HOW 
TO USE AUDIO-VISUAL MATERIALS by Bachman, 
($1.00). These may be obtained from your 
American Baptist bookstore, 


4, If you served as dean of an Association 
Leadership Education School this fall, you 
will want to see that all reports of the 
school are complete and all report forms 
sent to your Area Director of Christian Edu- 
cation so that the director will have a re- 
cord of credits earned. 


5. If a school was not held in your asso- 
ciation this fall, it is not too late to 
plan one for a future date, possibly winter. 
For details on a school see your Goal 4. 


6. Churches that were not represented at an 
Association School should be encouraged to 
provide training for their workers through 
such means as: participation in a comunity 
school, leadership education classes in the 
local church, workers' conference, or by 
promotion of courses by correspondence 
through the Judson School for Home Study, 
1703 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia 3, Pa.
